Additionally, Applicants want to bring to the Examiner's attention that memory 
arrays in the Xscale processors, manufactured by Intel Corporation, assignee of the 
present application, use an active virtual ground control with analog feedback, where 
the feedback is used to maintain the virtual ground voltage at a fixed level. This 
approach uses a voltage reference and comparator. When the virtual ground voltage 
deviates from the reference voltage, the comparator senses this and changes the gate 
voltage of a control transistor to maintain the desired virtual ground voltage. The control 
transistor is coupled between the virtual ground and the ground.
